Report says Students’* Society neglects planning

In January 1980, Students' 
Council commissioned a four- 
person committee to think 
about the Society's financial 
priorities. 

Their report was circulated in 
May 1980. Assuming that any 
succeed in ploughing through 
it, members of this year's 
Council may have a few 
lessons to learn from the 
paper. 

Committee members Peter 
Findlay, Fred Fuchs, Robert 
Janes and Sean McAlister have 
two points to make about the 
direction and practices of the 
Society. 

First, they report that 
although the Society has 
substantially expanded since 
1977 (cash flow increased from 
$150,000 to $1.5 million in 
business operations alone), 
"there has been no 
corresponding expansion in 
programming and student 
activities." 

Despite an enormous move 
into supposedly profitable 
business operations the 
committee says that the 
Society has done nothing but 
provide for the "continuation of 
previous programs." 

But while it hits home with its 
diagnosis of the problem, the 
committee has little to offer by 
way of solutions. 

"It is beyond the capacities 
and mandate of this committee 
to provide priorities for the 
Society," the report says. "The 
most the committee can hope 
to do is present what questions 
need to be asked." 

The committee then 
proceeds to offer questions, 
which boil down to: what do we 
do? Someone else will have to 
answer. 

The committee also reports 
that there is a "lack of planning 
for the future and control over 
costs . . . augmented by the 
lack of properly sophisticated 
budgeting policies" in the 
Society. 

The lack of long-term 
planning is attributed to 
constant turnover of executive 
committees. Each new regime 
brings with it new budgeting 
priorities, causing a "re- 
shuffling of budgets." 

Lack of control over costs is 
a result of "inexperience in new 
operations and unforeseen 
cost increases," according to 
the report. The committee 
illustrates by pointing to a 
$15,000 cost overrun during 
University Centre renovations 
last year. "This is not an 
isolated case," the committee 
reports, “it can be seen in 
various other budgets." 

The lack of "properly 
sophisticated" budgeting 
techniques extends to the 
failure on the part of Society 
staff to consistently conduct 
variance analysis, where dif- 
ferences between budgets and 
actual expenditures are 
examined. 

The report has little to offer 
/by way of solutiorrs here, again. 



It proposes a "zero based 
budgeting" system for 
operations that don't produce 
money, such as the 
programming and student 
activities the committee 
identifies as relatively 
neglected. The system involves 
annual review of the value of 
each project, resulting in the 
kind of year to year shifts in 



priorities the committee 
complains about in its report. 

Cost control problems and 
inadequate budgeting 
systems would be remedied by 
buying a computer, the report 
suggests. The idea seems to be 
that a system in the Union 
building would work better than 
the McGill computer centre, 
used by the Society in its ac- 



counting for years. 

The committee emphasizes 
its key conclusion by recom- 
mending that programming be 
given first priority In the 
allocation of extra money, 
coming to the Society as a 
result of last year's successful 
fee referendum.

City ignores demands for bicycle 
paths and arrests cyclists

Two Montreal cyclists were 
arrested Wednesday for 
painting a line along several 
blocks of Drolet Street in 
protest of Montreal Mayor Jean 
Drapeau's refusal to create 
safe bicycle paths in the city. 

Jean-Claude Benoit and 
Louis Fiché, both members of 
the Montreal cycling group Le 
Monde à Bicyclette (Citizens on 
Cycles), were released Thurs- 
day morning after being 
charged with defacing public 
property and other 
misdemeanors. The arrests 
were the last in a string that has 
seen Quebecers stopped by 
police for defying the law in 
demonstrating demands for 
safe pathways and access to 
bridges and metros. 

"Bicycle transport is 
cheaper, cleaner, uses less 
energy, and in downtown traffic 
is even faster than 
automobiles, so it is in 
everyway superior, yet the city 
won't make the smallest 
concession to make it easy for 
us." 

Earlier this year, a Bicycle 
Paths Commission set up by 
City Hall, including City 
Councillors, and prominent 
urban planners and architects 
proposed a plan for a bicycle 



paths network. The route was 
to span the island based on a 
north-south axis along Drolet 
St. 

It is Mayor Drapeau's stauch 
refusal to consider the plans, 
despite an offer of $300,000 
from the Quebec Minister of 
Municipal Affairs to finance the 
operation, that has so in- 
furiated Montreal cycling 
groups. 

Cyclists first vented their 
frustration last June 6, when 
they painted in the pari of the 
axis that ran on Drolet from Ro;^ 
St. to Rachel St. Six cyclists 
were arrested and sub- 
sequently fined. The two 
cyclists arrested Wednesday 
were painting an extension of 
the route from Rachel St. to 
Mount Royal Boulevard. 

Besides safe pathways in the 
City, Montreal cycle groups are 
demanding access to metros 
during non-rush hours. 
Because it is illegal to cycle 
over the Victoria and Cham- 
plain Bridges, cyclists have no 
way of getting from the South 
Shore to the North shore of 
Montreal. Silverman says this is 
of great inconvenience to 
cyclists who live in Verdun and 
Point St. Charles, and in other 
areas in the southwest of the 
island. 

Several members of Le 



Monde à Bicyclette have been 
arrested for entering the metro 
with their bicycles to make 
their point. Silverman himself 
was arrested this summer and 
fined 25 dollars, but he says 
that, on principle, he would 
sooner go to jail than pay. 

The cycling group plans 
several activities this weekend 
to bring public attention to their 
demands. This evening at 6:30 
they will meet in the Jardin des 
Merveilles of Lafontaine Park 
for a "Hippopotamus 
Demonstration." Members will 
be entering the Berri-de- 
Montigny Metro with a large 
stuffed Hippopotamus in a 
large sack and a bicycle in 
another large sack in order to 
"confuse" metro police. 

“There's no law against 
taking a hippo on the metro," 
says Silverman. 

On Saturday, cyclists will 
meet at Henri-Bourassa and 
Lajeunesse at 10:00 a.m. to 
cycle-over the proposed North- 
South axis. They will cycle to 
Dominion Square for a picnic at 
1:00 and then proceed to the 
Victoria Bridge where two 
members will attempt to 
negotiate the rough waters of 
the St. Lawrence River in a 
canoe to demonstrate the 
plight of cyclists wishing to 
cross the river. 



Society's VP Finance recently 
recommended to the executive 
committee that the bulk of the 
extra funds for the next for 
years go towards repayment of 
the Society's $735,000 debt to 
McGill University. 

The rest of the report, some 
13,000 words crammed into 31 
pages, is an unreadable, often 
incoherent melange of stray 
proposals, most only vaguely 
related to financial priorities. 

Pages are devoted to the 
committee's methodology, 
which can be summed up by 
saying that they read some 
documents and talked to a lot 
of people. 

The report proposes assorted 
changes to Students' Council 
practices, to the jobs of 
executive committee members, 
and to various Society com- 
mittees. Committee members 
acknowledge beforehand that 
"this is not specifically within 
the mandate of the com- 
mittee." They nevertheless felt 
that it would have been 
negligent not to devote the 
verbiage they did to the sub- 
ject. 

The committee gushes about 
what a remarkable job the 
Society's bureaucracy is doing, 
but notes that the programming 
director's job could be clarified 
somewhat. 

The staff's attitude towards 
their business operations is 
lauded. "What is really in- 
teresting about these 
operations is that some of the 
staff take offence at their being 
called business operations," 
the report asserts. 

"They consider them rather 
as student services. This is a 
refreshing attitude. Every 
project they get involved in 
always has the main priority of 
how this will better serve the 
student population at McGill." 

Miscellaneous suggestions 
are made about business 
operations, budgeting, 
publicity, clubs, and the Union 
building. 

Having more or less shot its 
bolt in the text of the report, the 
committee ends with an or- 
dered list of places the Society 
might like to put its money 
into, and then offers still more 
miscellaneous proposals. 

"The recommendations cited 
here are not necessarily ad- 
dressed specifically in the 
other sections of this report, 
but the merit of the 
suggestions should in no way 
be diminished by this fact," the 
report says. “These recom- 
mendations are hoped to draw 
attention to those areas 
deserving further concern." 

Qne of the committee's last 
proposals is that another 
financial priorities committee 
be set up "in modified form" 
this year — a good idea. If it 
focuses on its mandate and is 
composed of members capable 
of writing their ideas down 
coherently, a reanimated 
committee could return to the 
key issues raised by this report. 
And suggest solutions clearly.

Cbileans march for freedom

Nearly 300 Chilean ex- 
patriates marched In front of 
the Chilean consulate 
yesterday to commemorate the 
seventh anniversary of the 
death of former President 
Salvatore Allende and to 
protest the antl-democratic 
plebiscite being held In Chile 
today. 

Participants said they hoped 
the demonstration would 
motivate Canadians to take a 
stronger stand against the 
present dictatorial regime of 
General Augusto Pinochet. 

Shouting slogans such as, 
'A people united are never 
defeated," and "Compagnero 



Allende lives forever," the 
Chileans and other supporters 
marched uninterrupted along 
St. Catherine Street. 

. At an assembly held af- 
terwards at the University of 
Québec à Montréal, Giselle 
Cartier, Vice President of the 
Confederation of National 
Trade Unions (CNTU), said, 
"Worker's rights are universal, 
but in Chile today this Is not the 
case." 

"The only way to change this 
is by a worldwide, unified 
movement. There has to be a 
concerted effort by individuals 
and groups outside Chile as 
well as by prisoners and 
militants Inside Chile." 

Afterwards, ex-ChIlean 



Senator Toro called the present 
government "legal fascism." 
.He said Chile was dominated 
by its military. "The govern- 
ment presents . itself to be a 
democracy, but In fact It's just 
a masquerade for legalized 
oppression. It's corrupt and 
should be exposed." 

Toro also said that solidarity 
against the Pinochet regime 
was not just confined to 
student groups, but was ex- 
tending to the peasant classes 
and bourgeoisie as well. 

He said: "It Isn't just today's 
plebiscite we're fighting, but 
Pinochet's fascist history of 
injustice."

OTTAWA (CUP) — A tuition 
boycott at the University of 
Ottawa has been postponed 
because of a lack of student 
support. 

The Committee Against The 
Fee Hike (CATFH) announced 
September 8 that the protest, 
designed to pressure the 
university to roii back tuition to 
iast year's ievel, has been 
postponed until January. 

Spokesperson Serge 
Lafortune said few students 
had agreed to withhold their 
tuition from the university and 
that the few boycotters decided 
to postpone action. 

- “We presently have 231 
students participating in the 
boycott, including students 
from the professional faculties. 
This is too small a number to 
put effective pressure on the 
university," said Lafortune. 

“Over the past weekend, we 
phoned alt the boycotters to 
inform them of the situation 
and suggest that the boycott be 
postponed. As stipulated in the 
original boycott agreement, it 
was their decision to delay the 
boycott." 

Pierre Lafrance, student 
federation academic affairs 
commissioner, said that 



cheques are being Issued to 
boycotters who paid tuition to 
the CATFH trust fund. These 
students have been advised to 
register through normal 
channels. 

Lafrance said he asked the 
registrar to waive the late 
registration fee. 

“We (the student federation) 
will pay the late penalty for the 
boycotters, but we will ask the 
registrar to reimburse us." 

Lafortune said that CATFH 
also encountered problems 
from the administration. He 
said there was a campaign of 
"physical violence and 
psychological terror" waged 
against the committee. 

Lafortune mentioned the 
following Irregularities in 
registration pqlicles: 

— Students were required to 
present U of O ID cards to pay 
for housing and parking. 

— Over the summer students 
received letters from the 
registrar informing them of the 
penalties for not registering. At 
registration notices from the 
registrar informed students of 
the exact definition of 
registration. This is contrary to 
the administration's stated 



policy of Ignoring the boycott. 

— Foreign students are nor- 
mally able to renew visas by 
appearing at the Canada Im- 
migration Office and proving 
they have enough money to 
cover student fees. This year an 
immigration officer was at 
registration and demanded 
proof of fee payment before 
issuing visa renewals. 

Lafortune also said CATFH 
had been the target of physical 
abuse over the last couple of 
months. 

"On two occasions, mem- 
bers of U of 0 security services 
physically abused us," he said. 

“This is in addition to the 
psychological harrassment we 
have received from the security 
personnel who have followed 
us around the campus and have 
kept a very high profile around 
the boycott desks." 

Lafortune and Lafrance 
agreed that despite the 
problems, the boycott effort 
was worthwhile. 

"We showed them that we 
won't submit. We will continue 
much stronger in January and 
by doing so protect the people 
participating in the boycott 
right now."
